SILVEK IN POLITICS. 


Twice have we naked of the Silver State 


tlie following question: 
"Would it have 


been an advantage to Nevada if the free 
coinage Republicans had voted with the 
Democrats against the bullion purchasing 
law «nd so prevented any silver legislation 


all this session?" 
This question our brother Kelly charac- 


terizes as "a preposterous and irrational 
proposition" which he declines to answer, 
or at least does not answer except by the 
Massachusetts method of asking another. 
He says: 


"This question, which 
tha JDCE-TAI 


doubtless considers a puzzler, might be 
answered by asking the JOURNAL'S author- 
ity for asserting that if the free coinage Re- 
pablicans had voted with the Democrats it 
would buve prevented any silver legislation 
at this session. 
How does the JOURNAL 


know that? Was it not concedpd by the 
friend* and enemies of silver that a majority 
of tha members of both Houses of Congress 
favored the free coinage of the metal? Such 
being the case why could not a free coinage 
bill be passed? The party in power was 


- pledged to free coinage, says the JOT/BNAL 


and other organs told ua, and there ware 
only a few Democrats against such a meas- 
ure. The assumption of the JOPRNAII is, 
therefore, unwarranted, unless it knows 
that its party, notwithstanding its profes- 
sions preferred no silver legislation what- 
ever to free coinage." 


We will be more candid than our friend 


out ou tho Hucaboldt and answer all of his 
questions, though ho ref.>ses to make reply 
to our one question. 


It \vas, ve almit, "conceded by the 


friends and enemies of silver that a major- 
sty of the members of both Houses of Con- 
gress favored the free coinage of the metal" 
but unfortunately tho "concession" did 
not prove to be an accurate expression of 
the facts. 
If a majority of the House of 


Representatives 
had 
fuvored 
free 


coinage, then frea coinage would have 
become u law, or at least been submitted to 
the President in dispite of "Czar Reed," 
"Kiny Caucus," hell and high water, fur 
the rales of the House, as amended by 
"Czar Reed" and "King Caucus" have at 
least one virtue—They enable the majority 
to express their will in despite of tbe "Czars' 
or malcontents. 


The vote demonstrated that there was 


cot a majority in the H^use in favor of 
free coinage. 
On the contrary tho Repub- 


licans of the States east of the Missouri 
river, were almost solid against free coinage, 
for which fact we suppose Brother Kelly is 
sorry, though be has thus far neg'eoted to 
express grief. 


Whatever may have been previously 


"conceded," it then beoiime obvious that 
the passage of a free coinage bill at this 
session was impossible, and the question 
arose what should be the next move. At 
this stage of our argument we will quote 
from the report, jast published, of the 
National Executive Silver Committee, Hon. 
A. J. Warner, of Ohio, whose devotion to 
democracy is not exceeded even by his de- 
votion to freecoiubge, he says: 


"A compromise bill became then the 


only thing practicable. A conference com- 
mittee was nppoint°d and the only thing 
left for tha silver men then was to secure 
the best bill possible under the circum- 
stances; tbe result was the Act which be- 
came a law by thu siguature of the Presi- 
dent July 14. 


"Of this Act the committee can only Bay, 


that while it is not freo coinage and while 
it cannot bo accepted as in any sense a 
final settlement on tbe silver question; and 
while, like all CDmpromises it is not wholly 
satisfactory to either party, nevertheless 
wbeu fairly coi.sidered, that it is a decided 
step forward can hirdly be questioned. 
That, honestly administered', it will bring 
us much nearer free coinage, is reasonably 
certain." 


Tho me»Buie> which Chairman Warner 


extols, could not have passed if the free 
.coinage Republicans had not votod for it. 
booaua3 it received no Democratic support 
whatever. 
Whether inconsiderate zeal for 


freo coinage or a desire to make a point for 
the Democratic party was tho motive which 
actuated the Democrats in voting against 
the bullion purchasing law, we are not pre- 
pared to say. It may not be out of place 
to suggest however, that they helped neither 
free coinage nor Democracy by their action. 


Brother Kelly says in conclusion that our 


question is answered effectually by the res- 
olacion of the State Silver Convention of 
Nevada which resolution ho "heartily ap- 
proved" and which resolution wap that the 
friends of free coinage "could afford to 
wait for justice rather than to submit to any 
delusive measures." 


This cannot be considered in any sense 


an answer to our question, except upon the 
illogical and unwarranted assumption tbat 
the bullion purchasing law is "a delusive 
measure." Of this delusive measure Chair- 
man Warner, speaking for the National 
Silver Committee, sajs: 


"It will increase the purchase of silver 


for monetary use by over 2,500,000 ounces 
a month. 
At the present price of silver it 


will add about $30,000,000 more to our 
maney volume than the coinnge of $2,000.- 
000 a month under our present law. It will 


~ absorb, for monetary nse the entire pro- 


duction of our own mines, leaving the pro- 
duction of the rest of the world to .supply 
all other demands, including the demand 
for the arts. 
i"* 


"The price of silver since the St. Louis 


convention has advanced from 03 cents to 
$1 10 an ounce—almost naif way to a parity 


with gold. And with the advance,of silver 
bullion, as silver men confidently predicted, 
agricultural products, espeoially'wheat and 
cotton, Lave materially advanced. As it 
takes more gold to get the silver to coin into 
rupees, with which to buy wheat in India 
for the English market, leas wheat will be 
bought in India, and more, and at a higher 
price, will be bought in the Unitod States. 


"In this way the larger use of silver as 


money, in this country, may, by raising 
the price of silver and with it the price of 
vheat and cotton, without diminishing 
their export, increase the total valuo of our 
exports, and in this manner help to create 
a larger balance of trade in our favor. Thus 
while the producers of silver may be bene- 
fited by this Act (and why should they 
not?) the whole country gains millions by 
it. 


"The committee therefore congratulates 


the St. Louis convention and the country 
on the gain that has been made since the 
convention met in Novembur last. " 


Will our friend of the Silver State pardon 


vis for insistence if for tbe third time we 
ask him tbe question: 


"Would it have been an advantage to 


Nevada if: the free coinage Republicans had 
voted with the Democrats against the bull- 
ion purchasing law and so prevented any 
silver legislation at all this session?" 


The present and future position of the 


friends of free coinage is no admirably stated 
by Chairman Warner at the close of his 
address, that we cannot refrain from quot- 
ing his language. 
Ho says: 


"But while an undoubted gain has been 


made the present law can no more be ac- 
cepted as a final settlement of th'-i silver 
question, or oE the money question, than 
tho Act of 1878 was a fiual eett'emaut of it. 
It is but u step in tbe direction of frea coin- 
age—a long step let \\3 hope—but only 
that. 


"Metallic mouoj must be relegated to 


natural regulation through production from 
the mines, or metallic money itself must 
eventually be given up. 
Metallic money, 


the supply of which is controlled by legis- 
lation, is deprived of its highest quality as 
money, which is natural regulation, there- 
to securing comparative stability of value 
through long periods of time. 


"Hence, not until silver is restored to its 


constitutional pla?e as a inouey metal, side 
by sida with goU iu every mintage right 
and legal tender function, will the silver 
question be se'tled; and not till than will 
agitation on this question cease. 


"The restoration of silver is not uloue 


nor chipfly the intsreat to thane who mine 
it, but it is of paramount interest to all the 
people of the country. 
Nor is anything 


more important to the world than regular 
and osrtain money supply. In no other 
way can an approximation to an equitable 
standard through metallic money be pe- 
cnred. 


J'Tho committee therefore advises silver 


men everywhere to continue tbo agitation 
oi this most important of all questions, and 
;o continue to proas their demands upon 
'engross until free coinage is restored. And 


above all W3 urge the people everywhere to 
question ah candidates for Congress and 
snow when they vote for them that they 
are voting for men who will vote in the 
?ifty-seoond Congress for the equal use of 
)oth metats as money, ta the end that the 
country shall no longer be subjected to the 
consequences of a constantly shrinking 
volume of money and the constant appre- 
ciation of gold, attended by a never-ending 
:all of prices." 


A SUBMITTED ADDRESS. 


SEC. 3. The Supreme Court shall have 


appellate jurisdiction in all cases in equity; 
also, in all cases at law in which is involved 
the title or right of possession to, or the 
possession of real estate or mining claims, 
or the legality of any tax, impost, assess- 
ment, toll, or municipal fine, or in which 
the demand (exclusive of interest) or the 
value of the property in controversy ex- 
ceeds three hundred dollars; also, in all 
other civil oases not included in the sub- 
divisions of law and equity, and also on 
questions of law alone, iu all criminal cases 
in which the offense charged amounts to 
felony.

to issue writs of mandamus, certionari,

essary or proper to the complete exercise 
of its appellate jurisdiction. Each of the 
JUGDES shall have power to issue writs 
of habeas corpus to any part of the State, 
upon petition by, or on behalf of any per- 
son held in actual custody, and may make 
sneh writs returnable before himself or the 
tbe Supreme Court, or before, any Dis- 
trict Court in the State, or before any Judge 
of such Courts.

minors and insane persona, and of the ac- 
tion of forcible entry end unlawful de- 
tainer; and also in all criminal cases not 
otherwise provided for by low.

WHAT YEAR IS THIS? 


Scientists Tiring to D«t»rmine In What 
Year Christ WM Born, 


"A German professor sava our calcu- 
lation of the Christian era is erroneous." 
I find the above Item going the rounds, 
with an added line which meekly in- 
forms the reader that we are off four or 
ftve years in our mode of reckoning time. 
For centuries there has been doubt aa to 
the correctness of the accepted calcula- 
tion of.' fee Christian era. Learned his- 
torians cannot agree whether Christ was 
born in the year 747, 749 or 754, counting- 
from the foundation of Rome. 


Prof. Battler, of Munich, has published 


an essay in which he tried to reconcile 
the testimony of the evangelists with 
other historical data on this point. He 
has examined four copper coins which 
were sfiruoE in the reign of Herod Anti- 
pas, one of the flons of Herod tho Great, 
from which" he deduces the conclusion 
that Christ was not born in 754, but in 
7497 after the foundation of Borne, and 
therefore that 1800 is 1896. This opin- 
ion tl- o professor substantiates by what 
ha t' 
a t,o "be corroborative testimony 


of thu evangeliflts. 


According to Matthew, Jesus was born 


toward the end of the reign of Herod the 
Great, and that when Herod died Jesus 
was yet a little child. Luko says that 
James was Lorn in the year in which the 
governor of .Syria made the first census 
iu Judea. In another place he says that 
John began to baptize in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius Ceesar, and 
in that year baptized Jesus, who was 
then 80 years of age. St. Luke eays that 
in Judea the first census was made dur- 
ing the reign of Herod; this census must 
have been ordered in the year 746 of 
Rome. 


I Probably it was begun in Judea in. 747, 


Professor Sattler thinks it waa not made 
irk Jerusalem earlier than 749. He finds 
that the four coins enabled him to made 
clear the testimony of the evangelist as 
to the fifteenth year of the Emperor Ti- 
berius. Though Augustus died Aug. 
19, 767, the reign of Tiberius must be 
counted from a year and a half earlier, 
from Feb., 766, when he was appointed 
co-regent; therefore the fifteenth year of 
Tiberius falls in 780, when John bap- 
tized Jesus, who was then about 80 
years of age. 


One of the evangelists says that Jesus 


began to preach forty-six years after tue 
building of the temple by Herod at 
Jerusalem. Now it is known that the 
temple was begun eighteen years after 
Herod was appointed regent by the Bo- 
man senate, or in the year 734 from tho 
foundation of Rome. Adding forty-six 
to that year it gives 780 as the year in 
which Christ began to pret-'h. If all 
these calculations of Professor Sattler 
are correct then the Christian era began 
five years earlier than is usually sup- 
posed.—St. Louis Republic,

Tlio Ocean's "Under Tow." 


Doubtless we have all heard a great 


deal about this "under tow," as though 
it were some mysterious f Oxce working 
from the recesses of a treacherous ocean 
to draw unwary bathers to their doom. 
As a matter of fact its presence is obvi- 
ously natural, and the explanation oi' it 
more than simple. As each wavo x-oLm 
in and breaks upon the beach the vol- 
ume of water which ib carries does not 
remain there and sink into the sand; it 
flows back again, and as the succeeding 
waves break over it the receding one 
forms an under current flowing outward 
of strength proportionate to the body of 
water contained in each breaker, and, 
again, proportionate in a great measure 
to the depth of the ditch. 


Where this latter is an appreciable de- 


pression it can be readily seen that the 
water of receding waves will flow into 
it with similar effect to thai; of water 
going over a fall, and that a person 
standing near is very likely to be drawn 
over with it, and thus, if the ditch is 
deep enough, carried out of his depth. 
This is all there is to tho much talked of 
' 'under tow" and the numerous accidents 
laid to its account.—DuflSeld Osborne in 
Scribner's. 


Casts of Famous X'renclimen. 


Robespierre and Marat are enigmat- 


ical characters. Their deeds were hor- 
rible, but the casts of their heads taken 
after death are of ineffable sweetness. 
In both the cerebral development is poor, 
particularly in the coronal region. The 
skulks, each of which goes up into a 
point, may have pressed there on the 
brains. Phrenological development, or 
lack of development, taken with facial 
traits, betokens ill balanced minds.
